The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest an optical device comprising an 
array of movable reflector elements and a controller for said array of reflector elements, wherein 
the controller operates based on a plurality of digital bits which change a position of said array of 
reflector elements to produce an output beam at a position based on said digital bits having the 
limitations and arrangement, as recited in claims 1, 19, 30 and 35.
